The meeting at Reno last Saturday 
night showed the strong interest 
aroused in the subject in Nevada. It 
was addressed by numbers of the lead- 
ing men in tue State. It resulted in 
the furmation of a strong organization 
of 150 representative men to further | 
the work of bringing water to the land. 

There is no State in which irrigation | 
ia more needed than in Nevada, and | 
there is no State in which it would | 
show more important results. The | 
desert plains of Nevada are bare for no 
want of natural fertility. The soil is 
rich in the natural elements of plant 
food. It needs only water and cultiva- 
tion to make the land as highly pro- 
ductive as anv in the world. 

The task of bringing water to the 
plains «f Nevada is a Herculean one, 
from the immense extent of the land 
that requires irrigation. The problem 
is made still more difficult of solution 
hy the scarcity of sources of supply. 
It is not probable that enough 
water can be got to irrigate the whole | 
of the desert or that capital can be | 
found for some time in the future to 
convey it the long distances necessary 
if the water supply can be found. But 
a great tract can undoubtedly be re- | 
claimed with the water near at hand | 
and the money that can be raised. 

If the work is pushed with j rdgment 
and energy Nevada will in another 
decade make a showing as an agicul- 
tural as well asa grazing and mining 
State. Her lands will doubtless prove 
as great a source of wealth as her 
mines, and will give a larger and more 
staple population. [It is encouraging 
to see the citizens taking the work in 
hand of themselves without waiting 
the slow movements of the general 
Government.

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ths World's Sheep Supply. 


According to figures compiled 
by a Loudon firm the number of 
sheep known to be in domestica- 
tion throughout the commercial 
world is 521,153,217 in the follow- 
ing proportions: Europe (exclud- 
ing Turkey, but including the 
United Kingdom) and North 
America (including British Do- 
minions), 225,260,321; Australasia, 
97,893,896; River Platte District 
and Brazil, 92,000,000; Cape of 
Good Hope settlement and Natal, 
16,000,000; Sandwich and Falkland 
Islands, 500,000; Turkish Empire, 
Greece, Roumania, Persia, North 
Africa and Russia in Asia, 87,000,- 
000; on the West Coast of South 
America, in Central America and 
Mexico, 4,500,000. The figures for 
Europe are for the year 1887, those 
for Australasia for the year 1888, 
and the other places for 1877—the 
latest dates obtainable. 

The above figures are clearly un- 
reliable about some places. We 
have a general idea what the num- 
ber of sheep on the Hawaiian Is- 
lands (called Sandwich by the 
English), and unless the Falkland 
Islands have a larger area than we 
have hitherto understood the two 
groups have no 500,000 sheep.

To the young couple stand- 
ing before him he reads the ritual of 
the Greek church, and then, after plac- 
ing his hands on their heads first simply 
and afterwards crosswise, he joins their 
hands and pronounces them man and 
wife. 

The guests now offer congratulations 
and gifts, and the bridegroom in return 
offers them beakers of wine and 
other lavish hospitality.

By that 
time the last guest has departed, and 
the only persons in the house are the 
married couple, the bride’s mother and 
the bridegroom’s parents. The two 
mothers conduct the married couple to 
their apartment, close the door on them, 
return to an adjoining room, and lying 
on couches remain there until the bride 
and groom come out to break their fast.

stinct and experience of the native, are 
dotted with small clusters of cork buoys 
marking the site of the lobster pot below. 
The lobster pot, as most readers will be 
aware, is a piece of wire or wicker basket 
work, square or round in shape, with a 
small entrance at the top, weighted below, 
and having a bait in the form ofa dead fish 
attached tothe top by a hook, afur the 
manner of the toasted cheese in the com- 
mon mouse trap. The apparatus is 
weighted below and attached to a stout 
cable above, to which in turn is fastened 
theline of lighter material which carries 
the cork buoys. 

To observe the sport of lobster.catching it 
is necessary to go forth, as I did, in the ves, 
selfor that purpose equipped. This is an 
boat, substantially built, of great 
breadth of beam, capable of holding some 
ten or twelve peopie. It is constructed es- 
sentially for use, not of ornament. Though 
of apparently clumsy shape (each end seems 
at first sight little shortof a semi-circie), 
these boats, which are yawl-rigged as a 
rule, travel at a great rate, and being well- 
baliasted with iron keels of about a foot in 


| depth, and weighing some four or five hun- 


dred weight, and a tonof the same metal 
under the flooring, can carry a deai of sail. 
With a fair wind, under mainsail, gaff top- 
sail, and a large jiv to forward (having 
carefully learned these terms it would be a 
pity not to introduce them). we spin out of 
the bay in no time, and spurt along in the 
direction of the Isie of Wight, the coast of 
which grows ciearer every winute. 

The pots are out some six or seven miles 
from 5.—so our skipper teils us. He is the 
proprietor of the boat, which, as he informs 
us with excusable pride, wins the prize reg- 
ulariy at every fisherman’s regatta Yet 
it is rarely, he adds, that they lose tne pots, 
except in very bad weather, unless, indeed, 
the lines have been cut by some passing 
steamer—an accident which occasionally 
happens. Insuch fine weather as we are 
now enjoying they are easily found. With 
@ glance at the corks as they dance up and 
down on the green waves we “bring her 
to.”” A hand leans over the starboard bow 
to secure the buoys as we run by, and the 
rest is easy. 

Not so very easy, though, so far as mere 
physical labor is concerned. A large iron 
cage that has been lying at the bottom of 
the sea, perhaps for a week, in six or seven 
fathoms of water, eacumbered with weeds, 
and perhaps laden with a satisfactory take, 
is no light trifie to haul aboard, even for 
two pair of strong arms. At last, with a 
battling and gurgling sound, outit comes—a 
strange lump of brown and green, dripping 
and glistening, and within the bars curious 
dark forms scuttiing about. Should there 
be four or fiveof these (good-sized lobsters, 
that is, with the orthodox t woclaws apiece), 
thatis as much ascan be eapected from a 
single pot—it represents in fact,a rather 
unusually good bag, and the urfortunate 
propensity of the larger lobsters to eat the 
smaller companions of their captivity fre- 
quently interferes with the desired result. 

The trapis then emptied and re-set and 

pped intothe depths again; unless, in- 
ed, it has been cown so tong already as to 
require drying, in which case it will be care- 
fully bestowed and taken home. But the 
attention of the inexperienced visitor will 
be entirely absorbed by the contemplation 
of the beauties of the lobster as he comes 
fresh out of his native element. He may be 
better to eat when he is scarlet, but he is 
certainly better to look at—not to say mag- 
nificent—now. Ruddy brown and jet black 
is the shining armor of his back.
